The publick teftimony,. which your 
majefty has, therefore, gracioufly. given 
to the unwearied perfeverance and un- 
paralleled bravery of your officers and 
private men by fea and land, to which, 
under God, thefe glorious atchievements 
are to beattributed, is no lefs honour- 
able,

vices, tnd muft be an adilitional recom- 
mendation of them, to the efteem and 
gratitude of their country. 

-* Allow us, fir, to thank your majefty 
for haying promifed to dire&t the prelimi- 
ary articles of the peace to be laid be- 
fore us. And we receive with the great- 
ett fatisfa&ion the ‘information, which 
your majeity has condeltended, in the 
mean time, to afford us; front which we 
pramife ourfelves, that, with your maje- 
ty"s dominions, our trade will be encreaf- 
ed; and that, all occafions of future 
difputes being removed, the bleflings of 
peace will be thereby rendered permanent 
and fecure. 

We return your majefty our moft fin- 
cere and humble thanks for your great 
goodnels and tender regard for the wel- 
fare of your fubjeéts, in proceeding with 
out delay to the contlufion of the nego- 
tiation of peace, fo expedient for thie 
country; and for your gracious inten- 
tions, as foon as it fhall be concluded, to 
reduce the public expences. 

Your majefty may be affured, that 


your faithful commons will chearfully 
aft in the fupport of fuch expences as 
tay ‘be ftill neceffary, with due regard 
to “that oeconomy, which your majefty 


recommends to us, as far as may becon- 
fitent with wifdom and true policy. 
- We will not fail to confider of the moft 
effe&ual methods of fertling our néw ac- 
guifitions, of fecuring thofe countries fo 
ws, and of improving our commerce and 
navigation. And lamenting the lofs of 
thefé many brave men, who have fallen 
in ‘this glorious war, we will pay all 
due‘ attention to the fervices of thofe who 
yet remain, by whole valourthofe acqui- 
fitions have been made. And we will 
coritirne to cultivate that union, to which 
we greatly owe the fuctefiés of the war, 
in’ order thereby to make the beft advan- 
—_— of peace, and lay the foundation 
of tliat oeconomy, which we owe to our- 
felves and to our pofterity.” 
On the 27th this addrefs was prefented 
to his majefty, who was pleafed to give 
the following moft gracious anfwet : 

** Gentlemen, 

TI return you my hearty thanks for this 
very dutiful and affe&tionate addrefs ; and 
I ‘receive your congratulations, on the 
birth ‘of the prince, my fon, asa frefi 
proof of your attachment to my perfon, 
and of your regard for thequeen.”

return.” In. fhort, thefe trufty inftrus 
ments fo wrought upon his weaknefs, 
that jmmediately after touching at Syria, 
he wrote to his wife, not to advancé 
farther than Athens, asi he was obliged 
to repafs into Armenia on a frefh expe- 
dition agamft the Parthixns: and then, 
though his army was aflembled, and, 
npon Polemo’s fuccefsful negotiation and 
feafonable news, immenife preparations 
were made, ye he finally threw up the 
expedition—difappointed his new ally, 
the Median prince, and haftened back 
to Alexandria, Jeft Cleopatra fhould die 
of grief, or do fome violent thing im 
his abfence. 

This was the fatal ftep that hurtied 
him ‘to his ruin :—He loft the fatreft op- 
portunity of acquiring immortal glory by 
the conqueft of the Parthian empire, and 
could fearce avoid a-breacl: with »his col 
legue after fuch contempt poured on his 
filter; mor a confequent civil war. 

With filent grief the imjured OGavia 
perceived that the Parthian expedition 
was all 2 feint ; and that her blinded buf 
band was refolved to facrifice lier, . and 
her brother’s friendfhip, to his Bgyptiam 
miftrefs: yet ftill the bere with the cfuel 
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in difcontent, or fo. much as reproaching 
him with his. mifbechaviour, fhe: only 
wrote back, defiring to know, ‘* Where 
he would be pleafed to have. the,.things 
delivered which the had brought, from 
Rome for his fervice ?’’. This letter was 
carried by Aquilius Niger, the fame, I 
fuppofe, who afterwards wrote memoirs 
of the life of Auguftus, and who, in deli- 
vering his meflage, did jultice to the me- 
rit ot O&tavia.. Her hufband heard him 
without emotion ; the praifes of a lovely 
wife had no effeé&t upon a man.accul- 
tomed to debauch from his youth, and 
who was now plunged in two @upifying 
vices, daily hard. drinking and, many a 
lewd commerce befides with Cleopatra: 
He therefore ftooped to. receive the pre- 
fents fhe had. brought, atthe fame time 
that he poured difhonour and, negleét 
upon the beft wife and. moft beautiful wo- 
man of her age, 

When fhe returned to Rome, her bro- 
ther, provoked out of meafure, would 
have had her come and live with him in 
the palace; But fhe went direétly to, 
what the @ill called, her home, that is 
to Antony's houfe ; where the attended 
his affairs, entered into the interefts of 
his friends, and took care of .the educa- 
tien of his children, as if he-had not of- 
fered her the feaft indignity. If the made 
any diftinétion between his children by 
Fulvia and rer own, it was. by. treating 
thofe more tegderly, and beftowing 
more liberally upon their education and 
equipage. . She had a large and: lovely 
family: Two daughters and a fon (the 
noble Marcellus). by her frft hufband; 
Antony's two fons (Antyllus and. Ju- 
lus) by Fulvia,: and ber own two little 
daughters, ;juft paft their infancy, Her 
exemplary conduct was the fubje of con- 
verfation in all companies : It hiled Rome 
and Italy with deferved admiration, and, 
very contrary to her intentions, dtd in- 
finite mifehief to her deluded hufband. 
What. a barbarian muft he be, faid they, 
-—hew blind to beauty and merit, that 
can abufe fo diyine a creature? He mutt 
be quite gone, ‘twas anfwered,. funk in
